SAFETY 


Guests Descend 15 Feet to Roof of Adjoining 
Building, Where Firemen Get Them—Mrs. 
Magill, Wife of Club Manager, Refuses to} 
Leave Burning Structure Until She Awakens 
All the Persons on the Fifth Floor. 


Survivors of the fire which destroyed the Missouri Athletic Club and the 
Boatmen’s Bank told thrilling stories of how they escaped from the flames 
Monday. They were seen “by reporters in their humes, hotel rooms or in the 
City Hospital to which many, suffering from shock ‘and injuries were 


taken when rescued from death. 


Ernest R. Evans, an advertising man connected with the Republic, was 
shinning down a pipe after descending the southeast fire escape from the 
sixth floor, when a man’s body hurtled past him and struck upon the sidewalk. 

J. E. Chasnoff, manager of: advertising promotion for the Republic, who 
was Evaus’ roommate, awakened him. Evans threw an overcoat over his 
pajamas, put on his shoes, and then looked out of the window of his room, 
He saw that flames from the third floor were beating 
against the southwest fire escape. Chasnoff, Evans said, suddenly exclaimed, 
‘Well, so long,’’ and walked out of the room.

Evans later Visited.all the downtown 
hotels, the city dispensary and the city 
hospital, but found no truce of his room- 
mate, 

Evans walked out into the Corridor, 
vehich was filled with smoke, an@ made 
his way to the southeast fire escape. 
heveral other men used the same way of 
reaching the ground, among whom Ev- 
ans recognized George H. Allan of the 
Hargadine-McKittrick Dry Goods Co., 
and Carl! Strauss, a garment manufac- 
turer. 

A graphic story of how a dozen men 
escaped from the fifth floor was told by 
Lewis Gaylord, an advertising man of 
New York. He was in room No, 18, on 
t!> west side of the building. He at- 
tributed his escape to his caution when 
taking a room at the M. A, C. He 
}woked at all the fire escapes, and notic- 
ing that the roof of the St. Louis Seed 
Co. building, to the west, was only 15 
feet below the fifth floor of the club, 

He was awakened by yells and 
screams, the latter in the voice of a 


woman, who, he believes, was Mrs..Ma- 


gill. Putting on a bathrobe he ran bare- 
footed into the corridor, which was 
‘thick with smoke, and made his way to 
the staircase. The carpet on the stairs 
was already blazing, and he found the 
elevator shaft a pit of fire. * 

He then remembered the adjoining 
roof and started around the hall to 
reach a room overlooking the seed com- 
pany’s building. On the way, in the 

gar and smoke-filled corridor, he hear 

‘a men crying: “I’m blind; don't leave 
me here to die.’’ 

He made out the ces a @ man we 
was groping his way along the hall by 
feeling the walls with his hand. 
Gaylord took him by the hand and led 
him into the room occupied by a man 
named Henry Baker.- He did not learn 
the name of the man who said he was 
blind, but thought, from the fact that 
all of the men in the room escaped, that 
his eyes were only temporarily dimmed 
by the smoke, 

Gaylord and Baker, standing in’ the 
door, shouted down the hall that they 
had found a way out. About 10 men, 
guided by their voices, joined them. 

Slide Down Rope of Sheets. 

A dark, slender young man, whom 
Gaylor did not know, took command of 
the situatiop. He took two sheets from 
the bed. Gaylord tied them together, 
and holding the rope at one end, helped 
the unknown leader to pull the knot 
tight. They tied the sheet to a radia- 
. tor and dropped it from the window. 

One by one, they began climbing down 

to the roof of the seed company's 
pbuilding. 

Then a man plunged into the door 
through the smoke and fell unconscious 
on the floor. He recovered conscious- 
ness after a minute and escaped with 
the others. They were compelled by 
the smoke to close the door and tran- 
som and to cease calling others to join 
them. J. R. Stephens, connected with 
the Missouri Pacific Railroad, was the 
last man to descend. 

When they stood on the roof of the 
building and looked up, they saw about 
26 at windows on the sixth and seventh 
fioors, who were shouting for help. One 
of them had jumped and lay sprawled 
on the roof, sobbing that his tog” was 
broken. 

Gaylord and the others went to the 
edge of the roof looking down on Wash- 
ington avenue arid shouted in unison to 
nttract the attention of firemen. It was 
only a few minutes later that a trap 
door on the roof burst upward from the 
biows of an ax and the welcome sight 
of a fireman's helmet appeafed through 
the aperture. 

Before attempting to escape them- 
selves, the men drew up the ladder on 
which the fireman stood and attempted

But the ladder was too short, and 
Gaylord cried to the fireman to send 
up a 40-foot ladder, He repeated the cal! 
to other firemen on the stairs below, and } 
the relayed shout reached the street’ so 
quickly that before Gayiord went down 
he saw the long ladder ascending from 
the street on a rope. He did not wuait 
te see whether the men in the upper 
windows were taken down, but believed 
they were all saved. 

The New Yorker and another man 
grasped the arms of the injured man 
and dragged him to the skylight. “He 
could not descend the ladder, so several 
men picked him up and prepared to drop 
him through the trap door into the arms 
of Sremen beiow. He fought desperate- 
ly, but was finally dropped down and 
caught, and carried to the street. Then 
the others went down the ladder 
and stairs and reached the street. 
They praised the firemen for their cool- 
ness in shouting: ‘“‘You’re perfectly safe; 
this is an easy way out,”’ and thereby 
preventing panic. Relays of firemen with 
lanterns lighted them down the stair- 
ways. 

Mrs. Magiil,. according to Gaylord, 
awakened Baker, through whose window 
the escape was made. The clerk at the 
club told Gaylord that. 135 guests were 
registered there Sunday night. and that 
the register book was lost in the fire 

Gaylord wag also informed that an ele- 
vator boy ran the lift up to the fourth 
floor, where the volume of smoke so 
frightened him that he dropped the ele- 
vator with such precipitation to the 
basement ag to disable it. 

Kept Up Late, Hears Cries Early. 

Stephens had been kept awake by 
the talk of men in the room below, and 
although angry at the time, beileves 
their late session enabled him to escape. 
He heard cries of ‘Fire!’ from the 
street, and then saw the reflection of 
flames on his window. He threw on his 
clothes and ran into the hall. He heard 
his telephone ring: 

Finding the northeast fire escape was 
blocked by flames at the third floor, 
he ran around the building to escape at 
the southwest corner. A man cried out 
that this escape was cut off too. Steph- 
ens then found his way to Baker’s room 
by means of the shouts of Gaylord and 
his companions and escaped with them. 

Charles Baumann of 3510A Nebraska 
avenue, night watchman at the Boat- 
men's Bank, who turned in an alarm, 
said that it was just a little before 2 
o'clock when he started up from the 
basement of the bank, when he saw a 
reflection of light on the ceiling above 
him. 

“When I got on the first floor I saw 
that the club was on fire,”’ he said. ‘I 
ran into the office or lobby, and it 
looked like the fire was on the second 
floor. Then I ran out to the corner and 
pulled the alarm.” 

Norman Rowe; night telephone oper-| 
ator, and Jack Reisinger, night clerk, 
rang every room in the house after find- 
ing that the building was on fire. 

Julian K. Glasgow, who for the last 
year and a half has been living at the 
club, just missed the flames by a nar- 
row margin. 

“TI had returned from paying a call, 
and after having a late meal at a res- 
taurant, started to read while sitting 
“A few minutes 
later I was told that the club was burn- 
ing. I ran over there and saw that the 
place was a mass of flames.,”’ 

Mra. Magill a Heroine. 

Henry Baker, who was rooming on 
the fifth floor, was awakened by Mrs. 
Robert McGill knocking on his door, 
and crying “Get up, the house is afire!”’ 

“That little woman proved herself a 
heroine,” he said. ‘After she had 
knocked on half a dozen doors her 
husband grabbed her by the arm ani 
tried to pull her to the fire escape. She 
broke away from him, and finished 
knocking on the fifth floor doors.” 

William Woods, night attendant in the 
Turkish bath in the basement, said that 
at about five minutes before 2 o’clock he 
heard a cry of fre. . 

“There Was only one man in the beths, 
a guest named J. C. Huth, and he was 
asleep on a cot,”” Woods said. “I woke 
him up: we both grabbed our clothes 
and ran up to the first floor.

At the city hospital, fire victims told 
their experiences to the reporters. 

L. L. Leonard, 41 years old, of 4247 
Washington boulevard, an § attorneys, 
with offices in the Rialto Building, said 
he was asleep on the sixth floor when 
the smoke awoke him. He ran into the 
hallway and found the fire escape cut 
off by flames. Returning to his room, 
he opened a window overlooking the 
seed store on the west, and. crawled 
out, hanging ly his fingers on the ledge 
until the heat became -so intense he 
was forced to drop to the roof of the 
store, two floors below, where he was 
picked up_ unconscious.

Dean C. Holmes, traveling salesman 
for the Hargadine-McKittrick Dry Goods 
Co., .who ‘resided at the club, was in 
room 38 on the fifth floor.

Finding the fire 
escape in flames, he jumped to the roof 
of the seed store, suffering two broken 
legs. 

Jumps and Fractures Wrist. 

Ralph D. Harned, 36 years old, super- 
intendent of the Elevator Supply, Co. of 
Chicago, was sleeping on the sixth 
floor. The smoke awakened him. Run- 
ning to his window, he called for a lad- 
der. Someone on the seed store roof 
replied there was no ladder, so0 he 
jumped, suffering a fractured rignat 
wrist. 

-Benjamin F. Williams, a shoe sales- 
man, was awakened in his room on the 
sixth floor by shouts of, ‘“‘Where’s the 
fire escape?” In the hall, smoke was so 
thick that he could- not see the lights. 
He climbed out on the window, which 
overhung the seed store roof, and there 
two other men joined him. It became 
sc hot that they were compelled to hang 
from the sill by their hands. One man 
leaped toward a water pipe near by, 
missed it, and fell two stories to the 
roof, 

Williams then jumped and caught the 
pipe, but lost his hold after sliding a few 
feet and fell to the roof. A moment 
later, he said, the third man fell, and 
was instantly killed, Willlame thought. 
Williams was, treated at the city hom 
pital for internal injuries, Burns and

WASHINGTON, March  98.—Specific 


charges that more than 100 Americans 
and other foreigners have been killed, 
murdered or outraged during the last 
three years of revolution in Mexico, 


were laid before the Senate today by 
Senator Fall (Rep.) of New Mexico, in 
the course of a speech in which he 
urged armed intervention—not for war, 
but for protection of noncombatants— 
and assailed the administration’s policy. 

Senator Fall’s list gave names, dates 
and circumstances and was gathered 
from his own sources. The Benton, Ver- 
gara and Bauch killings, and the death 
of the 15 Americans in the Cumbre Tun- 
nel disaster, are included in those since 
March 4, 1913. 

Secretary Bryan, when he 
Senator Fall’s charges, said he 
make no statement until he had read 
all the Senator’s speech and would, for 
the present, leave the administration's 
defense to Senators. 

“With the solemn declaration that we 
do not war upon the Mexican nation 
or people, that it is not our purpose to 
acquire territory, upset their laws, nor 
overturn their constitytion and inviting 
tthe masses of Mexican people to co- 
operate with us, we should immediately

‘I might cite authority after authority 
and pile precedent upon precedent as 
justification under international law for 
such action, but I will only read from 
the message of the martyred McKinley, 
with only the suggestion that we insert 
the name ‘Mexico’ in lieu of that of 
Cuba or Spain.” 

Reads McKinley War Message. 

Mr. Fall read a portion of . President 
McKinley’s famous war message and 
then referred to President Wilson's re- 
fusal last autumn to transmit informa- 
tion relative to Mexico to the Senate on 
the ground that it was incompatible with 
the public interest. 

Senator Fall called up a resolution in- 
troduced last summer, but unacted upon, 
reaffirming a plank in the Democratic 
platform of 1912, as follows: 

“The constitutional rights of 
citizens should protect them on our bor- 
ders and go with them throughout the 
world, and every American citizen re- 
siding or having property in any § for- 
eign country is entitled to and must be 
given the full protection of the United 
States Government, both for himself and 
his property.” 

“Mr. President, 
our Monroe doctrine, 
trine and our safety as a 
jeopardy now?’’ 

“Have Intervened Politically.” 
Senator Fall declared the United States 
had “politically intervened’ in Mexico 
ever since John Lind was sent with an 
ultimatum to Huerta, and further de- 
clared the United States owed a duty to 
its own citizens and to Spain, England, 
Mrance and Germany, whose citizens 
had been murdered or outraged.

ASKS FOR REPORT 


Calls on Border Commander for 
Statement on Recovery of 
Vergara’s Body. 


WASHINGTON, March 9.—Officials of 
the State and War Departments were 
without advices today on the remova! 
of Vergara’s body to Texas soil. On 
the basis of news dispatches, Secretary 
Garrison called upon Brigadier-Genera‘ 
BHss on the Texas border for an offi- 
cial report. 

President Wilson expects a full re- 
port from: Gov. Colquitt.and American 
Consul Garrett as to the manner in 
which the body of Vergara was re- 
turned to American soil. The President 
and Secretary Bryan conferred at length 
today and later the President said he 
would await a full report from Gov. 


The President out that the 
Huerta government had supplied little 
information about Vergara, declaring 
simply that it would investigate, but ex- 
pressing the opinion that Vergara had 
joined the Constitutionalists. Consu’ 
Garrett’s dispatches have said Vergara 
came to his death at the hands of Mex- 
ican Federals.

DUG UP, RETURNED 
O TEXAS AT Ni 


Mysterious Party, Supposed to 
Have Been Americans, Led to 
Grave by a Mexican.

FAMILY IDENTIFY BODY 


Wound Suggests Mexicans Tor- 
tured Ranchman_ Before 
Killing Him. 


LAREDO, ‘ex., March 9.—A shovel 
sticking in the soft earth of. the open 
grave and around the handle of the im- 
plement a card with the word “Recuer- 
dos” (remembrance) was evidence today 
of the mysterious night visit of a party 
of unidentified men to the Hidalgo (Mex- 
ico) cemetery, who disinterred the body 
of Clemente Vergara and ‘returned it to 
Texas for burial by his family, 

Vergara’s body secretly was placed at 
2 lonely spot on the Rio Grande, 43 miles 
above Laredo, in the early dawn of Sun- 
day morning, to be found by a United 
States official, a State officer and a 
county Deputy Sheriff, but who was re- 
sponsible for its removal from Mexico 
was a question still unanswered. 

The body was here today awaiting an 
examination, which State authorities 
hoped might disclose something to aid 
them in placing blame for the ranch- 
man’s violent death after he was taken 
prisoner by Mexican Federals. 

Wounds on the Body. 

A superficial examination of the body 
disclosed two gunshot wounds in the 
head and one in the neck, and that a 
blow as if from a rifle butt had crushed 
the skull. A mutilated left hand, twist- 
ed and charred by fire, suggested that 
torture had been inflicted before Ver- 
gara was executed. 

Texas Rangers of the troop of Cap*. 
J. J. Sanders were first declared to be 
responsible for the return of Vergara’s 
body from Mexico, but later this was 
denied. Capt. Sanders was one of the 
men who “‘were informed”’ that the body 
would be found at a designated place.

NERVES ARE EARS 
FOR ELEN KELLER 
DECLARE AURISTS 


iments Not Surprised at Report 
Deaf Woman Heard High 
Notes of Opera Singer. 


j 


NEW YORK, March 9.—Following the 
report from Los Angeles that Helen Kel- 


ler, previously deaf and blind and for a 
long time dumb, had gained to an extent 
her sense of hearing and been able to 
detect the high notes of an opera sing- 
er, expert aurists in various cities were 
asked for their opinion. Their replies 
follow: 

William B. Wait, principal emeritus 
of the New York Institute for the Edu- 
cation of the Blind: It is not a miracle. 
It is simply the final result of her con- 
stant and intense longing and striving 
to hear. Helen Keller was many years 
getting her power of speech. One is 
almost inclined to hope, from her ex- 
ample, that man can develop a hearing 
apparatus in the deaf where none ex- 
isted. 

“I am Not Surprised.” 

E. H. Currier, principal of the New 
York Institution for the Instruction of 
the Deaf and Dumb: I am surprised, 
and yet I am not surprised, for now I 
realize why she has been taking singing 
lessons—it was to train herself to hear. 
That is the very thing we are doing at 
this institution—teaching the deaf to 
hear. It is a wonderful mode of instruc- 
tion, about which the general public ap- 
parently knows but little. In the case 
of a deaf person, we put tones into him 
through the nervous system. 

Music {fs the key to the problem of 
making’ the deaf here. We bring our 
patients in direct contact with music. 
We find that a piano is a better instru- 
ment than the violin for that purpose. 
The pupils touch a certain part of ths 
piano with their fingers and in that way 
they receive the tone vibration directly 
into their. nervous system. Gradually 
the nervous system is accentuated. 
Then, little by little, the deaf pupils get 
their nervous systems into such a deli- 
cately responsive condition that the pu- 
piis can hear the notes of the pian» 
without being in direct contact with the 
instrument. Thus, they finally. come 
literally to hear without having ears to 
hear. It seems wonderful, does it not? 

“Heard Through Fingers.” 

Dr. Charles B. Younger, a Chicago 
specialist on deafness: My explanation 
is that Miss Keller has trained her fin- 
gers to take the place of her ears. She 
had her fingers on Mrs. Saltzman Ste- 
vens’ lips when the song was sung. The 
delicate vibrations really reached her 
brain through her finger tips. In fact, 
she heard through the nerves of her 
fingers. Her ears are as dead as ever.”’

Merchants’ Bridge Charter Forfeited. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

If St. Louisans fully realized the necessity of 
winning the fight for commercial freedom so long 
waged against the St. Louis Terminal Associa- 
tion and could unite in an effort, one for all and 
all for one, the battle would be won and SBt. 
Louis’ commerce free. I do not hesitate to make 
this assertion, nor to state the means of accom- 
plishing this end—we should demand confiscation 
by the Federal Government of the Merchants’ 
Bridge. : 

When Congress granted a charter to the St. 
Louis Merchants’ Bridge Co., conferring the right 
to build and operate the Merchants’. Bridge across 


_ the Mississippi River as an aid to commerce and 


relieve it from extortionate charges, every pre- 
caution was taken by the lawmakers to safeguard 
the rights of the people from monopolistic prac- 
tices and exactions. The charter provided against 
consolidation, pooling and monopoly. Con- 
solidation and monopoly followed, neverthe- 
less, and the St. Louis Terminal Association 
controls both the Merchants’ and Eads bridges 
and Wiggins Ferry Go. The Supreme Court of 
the United States has since declared the consoli- 
dation and joint operation of the bridge and ferry 
companies as operated, fllegal and a monopoly. 
Therefore I assert the rights and privileges, the 
charter itself, granted the Merchants’ Bridge Co. 
has been forfeited by their own acts. It only re- 
mains necessary for Congress to declare the for- 
feiture in order to exact the penalty provided for 
in the charter, viz: confiscation of the bridge by 
the Government. In case of confiscation, the 
bridge would be taken over by the Secretary of 
War and:held for the benefit and use of the peo- 
ple. None can believe that, operated under Fed- 
eral céntrol, aught but fairness would be assured 
to all. A free bridge, approaches and all would 
thenceforth serve the commerce of St. Louis and 
s0 would our fight be won.) 

Would this be a drastic action? Let us see. 
The Merchants’ Bridge is worth, approximately, 
$2,000,000. All bonds and stocks of the bridge 
company have been guaranteed by the St. Louis 
Terminal Association, so that the innocent hold- 
ers of same would not lose one cent by the for- 
feiture.. If the total value of the bridge is 
$2,000,000 and the Government confiscated it, the. 
loss to the Terminal Association would be pro- 
rated and charged to each of the 15 rallroads 
composing the Terminal Association. The indi- 
vidual loss to each road would approximate $133,- 


—000—not a very signifieant sum to a trunk line 


railroad. Moreover, these same roads could con- 
tinue to use the bridge, but not on a monopoly 
basis. Therefore no loss to railroad service would 
ensue. } 

June 10, 1912, Senator James A. Reed introduced 
in the United States Senate a concurrent resolu- 
tion demanding (forfciture of the @ferchants’ 
Bridge Co. charter, arfd confiscation of the bridge. 
Unfortunately the two national conventions fol- 
lowed soon after the resolution was offered, and 
owing to that and perhaps other causes, action 
has been delayed. As the Post-Dispatch took the 
initiative in this matter, I write to you now in 
order to get it before the people, and to urge 
them to unite in a demand on Congress to pass 
the Reed resolution as speedily as possible.

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GOV. GLYNN’S UNEMPLOYMENT BUREAU. 
The plan outlined by Gov. Glynn, in his special 
message to the New York State Legislature, is in 
line with the Post-Dispatch’s suggestions about 
organizing the labor market as a preliminary step 
towards solving the problem of unemployment. 
The plan contemplates a new bureau, in connec- 
tion with the State Department of Labor, to be “in 
charge of a director of recognized executive and 
managerial ability and technical and scientific 
knowledge ‘on the subject of unemployment.” The 
scheme includes the creation of a system of public 
employment bureaus throughout the State, thus 
affording the means for shifting labor from con- 
gested points to those where it can be utilized. 
And there is to be an advisory committee, com- 
posed of prominent employers and labor repre- 
sentatives, for each office. 

As they now exist, so-called State Labor Bureaus 
are mainly engaged in the rather futile work of 
compiling masses of statistics and  ptiblishing 
yearly Red Books, many of which are in the na- 
ture of public jokes. The real, scientific public 
free employment bureau is yet to be created. Gov. 
Glynn’s scheme is worth careful consideration as 
possibly containing the germ of such a greatly 
needed institution. 


JUGGLING THE RAILROADS’ ACCOUNTS. 
The unscrambling of railroad bookkeeping has 
been begun none too soon by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. Juggling of accounts to con- 
ceal facts to which the public is entitled and to 
deceive investors with fictitious statements of 
earnings and values must go, along with other 
abuses of the old era. 
The C., M. & St. P. swelled its income account 
for 1910, according to the commission, by credit- 
ing to it many large items properly belonging toa 
period prior to 1908. Thts gave a temporary ap- 
pearance of remarkable prosperity that served 
a purpose in that year. Naturally the next year 
the income showed a diminution. That enabled the 
road to fortify the gqneral railroad plea for an 
increase in rates. 
The Railroad Age Gazette in its current num- 
ber shows that a loss of. $7,500,000 incurred by 
the Rock Island magnates when they sold their 
Frisco securities to B. F. Yoakum and others in 
1909 should have been shouldered by the mag- 
nates’ holding company, but was _ ingeniously 
passed atong to the stockholders of the subsidiary 
Rock Island railroad. Juggled finance as well as 
juggled bookkeeping was responsible for this. of 
eourse. Both kinds of juggling should go. For 
a long time manipulated accounts made it hard 
for many people to realize the existence of the 
bridge arbitrary.

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NO SLUMS IN NEW YORK. 
@Wance Thompson, in the New York Sun. 

I have made an amazing discovery. It 
is the result of three days and nights of 
going to and fro in New York—some- 
times alone and sometimes with a wise 
but not cynical detective. And the 
amazing and disconcerting discovery Is 
this: There are no slums in New York. 

You can find crime and criminals; you 
can find vice, poverty, drunkenness, dis- 
ease: but you cannot find a slum—such 


slums as blacken and fester in Antwerp. 


Genoa, Naples, Paris, London, and many 
another Old World city. The reason Is 
that you cannot have a elum without 
filth, and New York is a clean city. 
Neither crime nor poverty nor crowds 
make a slum; you must have filth as 
well, and that is what New York hasn’t 
got. 

Dirt, of course, is relative: but the 
tenements—even the old nests of low 
houses lined with, fire escapes—were 
habitable human dwelling places. And 
the night-going detective declared he 
could show me nothing worse. I want- 
ed to see the fetid caves where wretch- 
edness lay moaning on garbage heaps, 
the windy garrets where it starved, and 
there were no fetid caves. 

In the old streets and the dingy courts 
of Paris you can still find hundreds of 
them. But in the washed and lighted 
underworld of New York there are no 
slums. There is not one slum that half 
deserves the name, Wretchedness all 
vou please: hunger in the streets and 
on the housetops, it may be: but none 
of those gangréned holes of filth with- 
out which no real slum can exist. 

I speak almost with the decision ef an 
expert, for I spent many years prowl- 
ingly investigating the slums that rot 
and blacken the surface of Europe frorn 
Moscow to Lisbon.

New York makes the twenty-first State 
to adopt an employers’ liability law. The 
principle of providing for compensation 
to injured working people has taken 
rapid root all over the country.

Bread and Bread Making 


By Helen W. Atwater. 


From the United States Department of Agriculture Bulletin. 


is likely to make a loaf with large holes 
and heavy, badly raised -masses be- 
tween. Similarly, the proportion of wa. 
ter which should be used varies with 
the strength of the flour. The standard 
cook books suggest an average of about 
three parts of flour to one of water, 
the ratios changing with the quality of 
the flour. In general nothing but 
practical experience with the materials 
can teach the exact quantities which 
should be mixed. Salt, as has been 
said, tends to retard fermentation, and 
consequently should be added towara 
the end of the mixing. 


HE so-called ‘“‘salt-rising’’ bread 
is interesting as an illustration 
of self-raised bread. In it the 
ferments originally present or ac- 

quired from the air produce the fermen- 
tation which leavens it. To make ft 
warm milk and corn meal dre mixed to- 
gether into a stiff batter which is left 
at blood heat until the whole mass is 
sour-—-that is, until the ferments pres- 
ent have produced fermentation through- 
out. Next a thick sponge is made of 
wheat flour and hot water in which a 
little salt has been dissolved. This 
sponge and the sour batter are thor- 
oughly kneaded together and set in 4a 
warm place for several hours. The 
leavening action started in the batter 
spreads through the dough and produces 
a light, porous loaf, which many per- 
sons consider very palatable. Such 2 
bread is comparatively free from acid- 
ity, as the presence of the salt hin- 
ders undesirable acid fermentation. 

Ordinarily a baker mixes his dough 
with water, and most of the data sum- 
marized in this bulletin refer to such 
bread. Sometimes, especially in private 
families, milk is used in the place of 
part or all of the water. Such dough /s 
slower in rising but makes an equally 
light loaf. Milk bread contains a larger 
percentage of proteids and fats than 
water heated, and is equally digestible. 
Its use is by all means to be advocated, 
especially on farms where skim milk Is 
abundant. Salt is used in bread because 
it imparts a flavor without which bread 
is usually considered insipid. 

When the flour is of good quality, the 
dough well prepared and the bread prop- 
erly baked, the loaf should be well 
raised and have a thin, flinty crust, 
which is neither too dark in color nor 
too tough, but which cracks when bro- 
ken. The crumb, as the interior of the 
loaf is called, should be porous, elastic 
and of uniform texture, without large
